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(57) Abstract: A knitting method for providing a neat wide rib tis- 
sue by making inconspicuous bleeding at knitting width end parts 
when a knitting fabric including, the wide rib tissue is knitted by a 
weft knitting machine, particularly, by a plating using upper yarn 
and under yam different in color from each other. By using the 
weft knitting machine, at the knitting width end parts on a side 
where the crossings of knitting yam used for the plating are pro- 
duced, one knitting fabric is formed in the face stitches of the rib 
tissue and the other is formed in the back stitches of the rib tissue. 
After the face stitches of the rib tissue of one knitting fabric is knit- 
ted, the knitting direction is changed and then the back stitches of 
the rib tissue of the other knitting fabric is knitted to position the 
crossings at the connecting parts of wide ribs so as to make incon- 
spicuous the bleeding of the knitting yam. 
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
